The coming week in the senate will be 
devoted to the consideration of apvropria- 
tion bills and routine business. The bill 
to approve the compromise between the 
United States and the state of Arkansas, 
whizn has been the unfinished business 
for two weeks, but which has not been 
presented, will be considered tomorrow. 
There appears to be little hope of its pass- 
ing, and there likewise appears to be a dis- 
position to devote tomorrow only to its 
consideration. The postoffice bill will be 
laid before the full committee tomorrow, 
and an effort made to report it to the sen- 
ate during the day. If this is done, it will 
be called up in the senate Tuesday... The 
Indian and naval bills are before the com- 
mittee on appropriations, and it is believed 
that the Indian bill will be reported before 
the week is out, although the house action 
relative to the appropriation for Indian 
schools is likely to cause some debate in 
committee. 

After the postoffice bill is disposed of, 
the senate will probably renew the discus- 
sion on Mr. Cannon’s resolution directing 
the secretary of the interior to obey the 
law opening the Uncompahgre reservation 
to settlement. This, several days ago, was 
made the unfinished business after the 
Arkansas matter should be disposed of, 
The bill to protect fur seals from ex- 
termination is demanding attention, and 
an effort will be made to get it up. The 
remainder of the week will probably be 
devoted to the consideration of bills on the 
calendar. 
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THE WIFE OF EZETA 
Furnishes Money—Stories That 
Was Hard Up Are Denied. 

San Francisco, March 29.—General Eze- 
ta’s filibustering steamer Barclay Golden 
arrived here yesterday. Officers of the ves- 
sel bring quite a different tale from that 
which was telegraphed and they also deny 
in most emphatic terms that Ezeta and 
Casin are hard up and depending upon 
charity for their bread and butter. Ac- 
cording to them, Ezeta’s wife keeps them 
supplied with -money and he and his de- 
pendants are living on the fat of the land 
in Panama. They are particular in deny- 
ing the story circulated to the effect 
that Ezeta and Casin are cowards. Ac- 
cording to them two braver men never 
stepped in shoe leather and had there been 
fifty men at their backs when they landed 
at Acajutia, Antonio Ezeta would now 
be "master of the republic. 

“We reached Acajutla on January 3,” 
said Chief Officer Pring in an interview. 
“We have been both up and down the coast 
looking for some of Ezeta’s friends, but 
as we learned afterwards, the revolution 
had been sprung too soon. Casin and his 
men got ashore first and had reached the 
farmhouse before we reached the beach. 
Before we could land we saw a party of 
thirty. Salvadoreans surround the farm- 
house and we at once put to sea again. 
Casin and his men did not wait to be 
attacked but began firing at once. They 
then.made a rush from the front door and 
the troops did not wait for them, but ran 
away as fast as their legs would carry 
them. Their leader who was on horseback 
led the way. Had Casin at that time had 
fifty men behind him he could mere con- 
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quered the country.” 
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LIKE THE CRIME 
OF WOOLFOLK 


Mysterious Murder of an Old Couple 
Near Akron, Ohio. 


A HEAVY BLUDGEON USED 


Their Heads Crushed in While They. 
Were Sleeping. 


OTHER MEMBERS OF THE FAMILY ATTACKED 
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Three of Them Fatally Injured—Re- 
markeable Vitality of a Young 
Lady. 


O., March 29.—At 1 o’Clock this 
morning a crime of almost unparalleled 
atrocity was perpetrated near Tallmadge, 
a Village five miles north of Akron. Alvin 
Stone, sixty-nine years of age, and his wife, 
sixty-two years of age, while asleep at 
their home were brutally murdered by a 
fiend, Who literally beat their heads to 
pieces, after which numerous knife thrusts 
were made into the bodies of the dead. Two 
daughters, Hattie, twenty-nine yeays of 
age, and Emma, twenty-seven years of 
age, and the family man servant, A. I. 
Stillson, were also attacked. All three of 
these were fatally injured, and lie at their 
home awaiting death. They had been beat- 
en about the head with a blunt instrument, 
which must have been of great size and 
weight. 
They Were Prominent People. 

Alvin Stone was among the most wealthy 
and prominent Summit county farmers, and 
his wife was also a member of one of the 
wealthiest and most prominent families in 
northeastern Ohio, The object of the mar- 
derous assault on the family was not rob- 
bery, as numerous articles of value, in- 
cluding two gold watches of the aged peo- 
ple, Which were on the bedroom dresser, 
were not taken. The crime is shrouded. in 
mystery, and the whole country is agitated. 

The only suspicion as yet rests on one 
John Smith, who is employed at Edward 
Parler’s blacksmith shop, one-eighth of a 
mile from the Stone homestead. Smith was 
discharged by Alvin Stone two weeks ago. 
The former was a chores man about the 
place. The two men had given angry words 
and Smith departed in great anger. 
He is now under police surveillance, 

One member of the family alone escaped 
injury—Flora, the youngest daughter, aged 
sixteen. She is laboring under intense ner- 
vous excitement, but was able, between 
tears and hysterical sobs, to tell what she 
knew of the affair. 

The old folks, she said, occupied a cham- 
ber on the lower floor. Hattie and Flora

Slept. up§tairs, Emma across the hall and

way on the same floor. About 1 o'clock 
this morning, Flora says, she heard an 
agonized scream from Emma, She jumped 
from the bed and opening the door started 
to cross the hall. Hattie followed her, 
Flora turning before she entered Emma's 
room, the door being open, saw a mask- 
ed man strike Hattie over the head with 
what looked like a crowbar. Hattie, with a 
groan, fell senseless to the floor, while 
Flora, in terror, ran back to Ker room and 
hid. Hattie, who its a woman of remark- 
able vitality, despite her frightful injtry, 
arose, and going to Flora’s room, asked 
her to throw something over her head. 
Flora was too frightened to move. Hattie 
left ther room and entering that of her 
sister, noticed the window was open and 
that a ladder reached up from the ground. 
She wrapped a quilt around her and went 
down the ladder, running to Chartes Sack- 
etts’s farm, where she told her story and 
collapsed. 

Two of the Sacketts went to the Stone 
house,’ while another summoned a physi- 
cian. When they arrived the house was 
pitch dark. The side door was open. En- 
tering the room ‘occupied by the old folks, 
they were confronted by the two horribly 
mutilated bodies of the father and mother. 
Emma was found unconscious on the floor 
of her bedroom. She had been struck a 
fearful blow over the forehéad, and still 
lay as one dead. The hired mah was found 
in his room in the same condition. He 
had also been struck over the forehead. 
Flora was found under the bed clothes 
in speechless fright. 

In a few minutes the whole neighborhood 
was aroused. The rage of those who for 
so many years lived with and loved the 
amiable, honest Stone family, knew no 
bounds. The Akron police départment was 
notified and Detective Dunn, Marshal Ma- 
son, Sheriff Griffin and First Deputy Hart 
hurried to the scene. They arrived at 9 
o'clock. They found what appeared to be 
tracks of a man leaving the side doof, 
which was found open, and ending at the 
road. The rain, which had steadily poured 
all night, had, however, obliterated the 
tracks along the road. Bloodhounds were 
put into service, but they could do nothing 
owing to the rain. 

The impression seems to be that Smith 
is not the right man, and companies are or- 
ganizing this evening to scour the country 
in every direction. From all the indications 
of those who are starting to hunt down the 
murderer, it is idle to attempt a forecast of 
what will ‘happen if he is caught. There is 
but one fate in store for him if he falls into 
the hands of the citizens who are looking 
for him, aided by bloodhounds. 

This evening a strong ¢lew leads toward 
Ravenna, where a strange horse and buggy 
was left by an unknown man who acted 
very suspiciously. 

In Akron, Kent, Cuyahoga Falls, Tall- 
madge and the surrounding territory, ex- 
citement over the murder grows every 
hour. Frank Smith, who was held in sur- 
veillance, has been released. 

It was ascertained that some three years 
ago Mr. Alvin Stone was mainly instrumen- 
tal in bringing to justice a horse thief who 
had plied his nefarious vocation at Tali- 
madge. The thief was senteticed to three 
years in the penitentiary. It is said by the 
neighbors that he threatened that when re- 
leased he would never rest until his ven. 
geance on the Stone, family was satiated. 
His name is Anton Strong. Descriptions 
of this suspect have been sént out broad- 
cast. The Cleveland department has been 
notified to look out for ‘him,

Martin then came and called to him to 
come out and talk with him, but instead of 
doing so he opened a side window and in- 
stantly shot dead Alcee Boutte, a resident 
of Grand Coteau, and an excellent citizen, 
a young man nineteen years of age. The 
men on the outside thereupon fired into 
the house, killing Stelly and probably one 
other negro. 

This is Dr. Martin’s statement of the oc- 
currence. He is the leading physician of 
that section, and a gentleman of the high- 
est standing, 

The sheriff's office is just in receipt of a 
dispatch, stating that Atanas Fontenet, a 
white man, Was killed last night in the 
western portion of this parish as a result 
of Pharr’s advice to arm.

New York, March 29.—Four persons were 
killed and two injured early this morning 
in a fire at No. 374 Hudson street.

PANIC IN A HOSPITAL. 


Four Patients of a Burning Hospital 


Succumb to Fright. 

Paris, March 29.—The Gothic church of 
St. Sauveur on the Boulevard du Marechal 
Vaillant, at Lille, was destroyed by fire 
this morning. The flames spread to the 
hospital of St. Sauveur adjoining the 
church. There was the greatest excitemeht 
when it was seen that the hospital would 
be burned. The scenes among -the patients 
were terrible. Those who were conya~- 
lescent were hurriedly directed to leave the 
buflding arid’ the hospital attendants and 
others devoted. ‘themselves to relieving who 
were not able to help themselves. The 
cries of the sick were heartrending. Four 
of the patients who were extremely weak 
succombed to fright and died before they 
could be taken out. Many of the sick were 
received in the convent of the Little Sisters 
of the Poor, which is - situated but a 
short distange from the scene. Ten sappers 
came across what they thought was a 
quantity of.schnapps. They each took a 
drink and were immediately seized with 
symptoms of poisoning. Four have since 
died. 

The fire was caused by the neglect of 
some plumbers who had been employed in 
the tower of the church and who had either 
left there & burning brazier or dropped a 
piece of ignited charcoal.

Two Persons Gousha to Death Under 
the Debris. 


Cleveland, O., March 29.—A terific storm of 
wind lasting only two minutes sprung up 
about 2 o’clock this afternoon and created 
considerable havoc during its brief ex- 
istence.

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LOSS AT WESTON, W. VA. 


Nearly the Entire Business Portion of 
the Town Gone. ® 

Weston, W. Va., March 23.—The fire 
which started in the Commercial hotel 
here last night burned itself out shortly 
after daylight today, having destroyed 
nearly the entire business portion of the 
town. Among the large buildings burned 
are the Commfrertial and Central hotels, 
postoffice, Kitson’s block, Dawson build- 
ing, Griffin’s flour mills, opera house, 
Post’s store, and Locke’s shoe house and 
handsome __ residence adjoining, O'Hara 
building and Dyer’s saloon. There was a 
large number of small buildings including 
three general stores, two groceries afiu two 
Saloons. The toss ig variously estimated 
at from $400,000 to $600,000, about 20 per 
cent of which is covered by insurance. 
The state asylum was at no time in serious 
danger, but the unfortunate inmates, who 
did not know this, were rendered frantic 
and the scene there during the conflagra- 
tion was terrible and will probably result 
in many deaths from over-excitement.

AN ILLINOIS CYCLONE. 
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It Did Much Damage to Property—No 
- Lives Lost. 

Alton, Ill., March 29.-—A cyclone passed to 
the south and west of this city yesterday 
afternoon. The storm came from the south 
and crossed the Missouri river near the 
Burlington bridge. Twenty box cars near 
the river and south of West Alton were 
picked up and strewn about in confusion. 
Semaphore arms and telegraph poles were 
blown along the path of the cyclone. The 
storm crossed the Mississippi river, and 
passed northeast between Upper Alton and 
fast Alton, blowing down telegraph poles, 
fences, etc. So far as learned no houses 
were wrecked nor persons injured. Rain 
fell in torrents, accompanied by hail as 
large as English walnuts. Reports front 
Fairbury, and Paw Paw § say ‘ that 
heavy rain and hail fell there accom- 
panied by strong winds.

still yellow enough for an emergency. 
These people, headed by one or two news- 
papers, began to abuse their party asso- 
Ciates who had not received the new light 
as traitors, dishonest men; and all the vile 
epithets usually brought into play by 
fresh converts were thrown at them. It 
seemed that this little ring, as if not sat- 
isfied with having driven one-third of the 
membership out of the party already, was 
bent upon driving those who remained 
across the same line. 


A Story To Illustrate. 

“They remind me,” said a gentleman, 
with whom I was talking today, ‘‘of the 
democratic organization of Massachusetts 
in years gone by. There were many na- 
tional campaigns in which Massachusetts 
might have voted the democratic ticket, 
but the state executive committee would 
never allow it. Massachusetts’s quota of 
federal offices was just enough to g0 
around among the members of the execu- 
tive committee and their friends, and they 
had no idea of so enlarging their numbers 
as to endanger their possession of patron- 
age. In the event of continued national 
democratic rule, the cuckoo newspapers 
and their clientele would so reduce the 
democratic voters of the state that the 
Offices would easily go around anfong the 
favored few.”’

disintegration. They want a return to 
the party harmony of the past, when the 
white men of Alabama stood together for 
the common weal, building up the untold 
resources of the state, and conserving the 
social integrity upon which a great people 
must rest. One 6f these men said: 

“The democracy of Alabama is her sheet- 
anchor of safety. Happen what may in 
national politics, become what may of 
rival economic theories, they will all conre 
and pass away, but above and beyond al 
these there are problems peculiar to our- 
selves which will remain. with wus long 
after present issues shall have been for- 


gotter, and for the solution of which we 
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an interest in the welfare of the state— 
all of them—are invited to turn out, and 
wrest control from the hands of those 
who would abuse it.

His unyielding devotion to his 
party has attached to him many who do 
not share his financial views. They argue 
that as governor his financial views will be 
n” more than those of any other citizen 
The office does not call for action upon it 
in any way. It does require just now, how- 
ever, a man of affairs who can nut the 
business of state in good condition. {t re- 
quires a man who has made no marked 
enmities among the people, one upon whom 
they can call with freedom, and who will 
rally around him all that is best and great- 
est and noblest in the state. Such a man 
is Captain Johnston. 

Colonel O. A. Lane, of Birmingham, says: 
‘“T am absolutely satisfied of the nomina- 
tion of Captain Johnston. Granting several 
counties to Clarke, which we know we will 
get, Johnston is still sure of the nomination 
by over 100 majority. The people are for 
him, and they are going to see to it that 
he will get it.” 

On the other hand Mr. Frank P. Glass, 
of Montgomery, says: “Clarke is going to 
carry Jefferson.

One of the most interesting features of 
the campaign is as to the ability of the 
democrats to carry the state. In the days 
when harmony reigned the party was in- 
vincible, but now that so many have been 
driven out through proscription, it becomes 
prudent to invite them back. Their votes 
will be needed to repel aggressive republi- 
canism. Without their return thoughtful 
men see grave danger ahead. The recent 
action of congress in unseating Robbins 
gives an inkling of what is in store for Ala- 
bama. It is admitted that Clarke, if nom- 
inated, will poll the minimum of democrat- 
ic votes. On the other side, if Johnston 
is nominated there would be a wholesome 
return of wanderers into the democratic 
fold. The party would become once more 
the invincible organization which stood be- 
hind the massive form of the late Governor 
O’ Neal. 

These recruits do not want to submit to 
republican doctrine. They want it neither 
by fusion nor by democratic absorption. As 
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hopes and prospects of the state for years 
to come. 

In the election of Johnston the state 
would arise rejuvenated from the lethargy 
of the past, ready for that grand battle for 
place and power, in which the prize goes to 
those who help themselves.

APPLICATION FOR MANDAMUS. 


To Compe] Alabama’s Auditor To Issue 
a Warrant. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 29.—(Special.)— 
W. M. Burgin, of Birmingham, the clerk 
of the criminal court of Jefferson county, 
has filed an application in the city court of 
Montgomery praying Judge Winter, of that 
court, to issue a mandamus to State Au- 
ditor Purifoy directing him to approve and 
issue a warrant on the state treasurer for 
the costs in the case of Henry Johnson, 
convicted in the criminal court of Jefferson 
county of burglary and sentenced to eight 
years’ imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

The bill of costs was made out and pre- 
sented to the auditor, who refused to issue 
his warrant on the treasurer because the 
bill contained several items of costs which 
he held were put in at a higher rate than 
was allowed by law. The particular items 
of costs on which the bill was turned down 
were the charges of $1.60 per diem for the 
attendance of state witnesses on court to 
testify on the trial, the auditor holding 
that the clerk did not have a right to put 
these items in the bill at more than W cents 
ner diem, as specified in the new law which 
is entitled “An act to regulate the manage- 
ment of state and county convicis.’’ 

The old law, in eftect prior to the enact- 


ment of the law cited, allowed the state wit- 


nesses $1.50 per day for attendance, and the 
contention is that this new act reducing the 
compensation to 5 cents is unconstitution- 
ail because it is in conflict with the consti- 
tutional provision which is that each law 
shall contain but one subjeet which shall 
be clearly expressed in its title, and as this 
new law, in addition to providing for the 
regulation of the management of state and 
county convicts, reduces the compensation 
of state witnesses without specifying or 
indicating it in the caption, the attorneys 
for Mr. Burgin hold that it is in contraven- 
tion of this constitutional! prohibition. 

The new law is voluminous, covering thir- 
ty pages ir the published acts and contain- 
ing 115 sections. Its constitutionality has 
already been called into question, and the 
supreme court decided that section %, 
which provides the manner of sentencing 
prisoners for crime, was unconstitutional 
on the very grounds raised in the present 
case; that the title to the act did not suffi- 
ciently indicate that its body contained 
such provision. In this case the decision 
of the supreme court was handed down 
by Justice Haralson, Chief Justice Brickell 
dissenting. This decision further stated 
that declaring section 94 unconstitutional 
operated to revive the law which was in 
effect prior to the passage of the present 


act. 

Auditor Purifoy received notice about a 
month ago that there was a possibility that 
this mandamus might be applied for and 
the result is that he has for the past 
month refused to issue any warrants for 
costs, and will now continue his refusal 
until the matter ts disposed of by the sv- 
preme court. If the case is decided against 
the state it will mean the loss of probably 
$25,000, and perhaps more, to the state of 
Alabama as every cerificate to state wit- 
nesses in criminal cases will at once be- 
come worth $1.50 for each day’s attendance, 
instead of 3 cents, as provided in the law 
which is attacked. 

The beneficiaries of the victory of the 
contestant in this suit will be the buyers 
of witness certificates, who have for the 
past year been buying them on a basis of 
a 5O-cent valuation, while if the law is de- 
clared unconstitutional, they will at once 
become a charge against the state at a val- 
ue of $1.4 for each dav’s attendance proven. 

Greengoods Men at Work. 

Anniston, Ala., March 29.—(Special.)—Two 
prominent negroes of this county have re- 
cently becontfe considerably wiser from 
an experience with New York greengoods 
men and sadder and poorer to fhe extent 
of $400 on account of their dealings with 
the sharpers. The victims are Rev. An- 
drew Jackson Logan, of Jacksonville, who 
was the republican nominee for congress 
six years ago, and Jack Kirksey, of Oxford, 
a prosperous blacksmith and deacon in the 
colored Baptist church at Oxford. Allur- 
ing greengoods circulars, which have been 
flooding the country for some time past, 
fell into the hands of the darkies mention- 
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lishment of five additional agricultural 
schools.

This 
leaves two schools yet to be located, and 
a committee is in the city today from 
Jackson, in Clarke county, to confer with 
the locating board to try to secure the 
location of the school in that place. The 
intent of the law is that these schools 
must be located in districts which now 
have no agricultural school, and under this 
provision the first district, in which Clarke 
county is, is entitled to one of the schools 
not yet located. The only other place in 
that district which is an applicant for the 
location ‘of the school is Mount Vernon, the 
roposition being to locate it on the old 
Tnited States barracks site. No application 
has yet been filed for the location of the 
remaining school, which, under the law, 
would go to either the fourth or the seventh 


district.

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~ SORROW AT ROME 


Over the Death of Captain Pepper, One 
of Its Most Popular Citizens. 


HIS FUNERAL YESTERDAY 


It Was Largely Attended—Impressive 
Services at the Church—Sketch of 
the Deceased Postmaster. 


Rome, Ga., March 29,—(Special.)—The 
death of Captain M. M. Pepper, postmaster 
of Rome, yesterday afternoon, was a 
dreadful shock to his friends here. 

A week ago last Friday his wife died, 
and on Saturday following the funeral oc- 
curred. Captain Pepper had been ailing 
with grip, and standing with bared head 
so long in the open air at the funeral 
caused him to grow worse. 

Still his physicians hoped that he would 
rally from the attack and he was kept in 
his room, being greatly prostrated by the 
nervous shock caused by the death of 
his wife. 

Only a few days before his sister had 
been stricken with a serious malady that 
consigned her to the life of an invalid, and 
his troubles came with such swiftness, one 
after the other, that they bore him down 
in spite of his buoyant spirit and splendid 
constitution, and he sank rapidly, until his 
death, which was superinduced by acute 
pneumonia. 


In the Prime of Life. 

Captain Pepper was born in Savannah, 
July 14th, 1850, and was consequently in 
the prime of life. He was reared and 
educated at Cassville, in Bartow county, 
and in 1860 came with his parents to Rom. 

He began life as a clerk in a store at 
Waynesboro, in 1865, but only remained 
there a year and a half, when he returned 
to Rome and was employed in many posi- 
tions of trust, and proved himself a first- 
class business man. 

He and Park Harper went into business 
in Rome some years ago and were quite 
successful, but Mr. Harper removed to 
Atlanta and Captain Pepper accepted a 
position as bookkeeper in the Merchants’ 
bank, from which position he was ap- 
pointed to the postmastership of Rome in 
1893. 

Positions of Honor. 

As postmaster he was exceedingly popu- 
lar and stood high in the estimation of 
both the government and the public. He 
brought the service up to such an econ- 
Omical efficiency that 60 per cent of the 
proceeds of the Rome postoffice, after 
paying all expenses, including the mounted 
service for East Rome and North Rome 
suburbs, reverted to the postal department 
of the government. The postoffice was 
moved from the old quarters to the -new 
government building only a few weeks 
ago and he was just getting everything to 
working smoothly and was going to apply 
for an additional clerk to accommodate the 
increasing business when he died. 

He was president of the city board of 
education, and was, at different times, 
chief of the fire department, captain of 
the Rome Light Guards and the Hill City 
Cadets. 

He was an officer in Rome commandry, 
Knights Templars, a prominent member of 
the Royal Arch chapter, service deacon 
in Oostonauia lodge, and acknowledged as 
one of the highest Masons in Rome. 

He was also a member of the Royal 
Atcanum, Knights of Honor, Knights of 
Damon,. Woodmen of the World, and 
Legion of Honor, carrying $17,000 insurance 
in these orders. 

He was exceedingly popular with all 
Classes because of his generous and affable 
nature, and had as many warm friends 
as any man in Rome. 

The Funeral Services. 

The presence of a long procession of all 
the different orders, the postoflice employes, 
the public school teachers and pupils, the 
local military and the members of the 
fire companies, rendered the funera? ser- 
vices particularly imposing. 

The services were conducted by Rev. C. 
B. Hudgins, rector of St. Peter’s Episcopal 
church, of which he was a member, at 
the’ First Presbyterian church, Rev. Dr. 
George T. Goetchins ass‘sting. 

Then Rome commandry, Knights Tent- 
plars, took the casket in charge and con- 
veyed the body of their deceased brother 
to the tomb on Myrtle Hill cemetery, 
where the interment was witnessed by as 
great a concourse of people as ever as- 
sembied at a funeral in Rome. 

A touching feature of the exercises was 
that the service performed over the body 
of his dead wife, just eight davs ago, in 
the same church, was reproduced in every 
detail. 


Last of the Family. 

One year ago Miss Olive Terrell, the 
daughter of his wife by a former mar- 
riage, died and as he and his wife had no 
children of their own, his death closes the 
family record completely. 

He leaves three sisters, Mrs. A. M. 
Word, Misses Lula, Georgia and Maggie 
Pepper. 

His Successor. 

Mr. George F. Chidsey has been appoint- 
ed to succeed him, temporarily, by his 
bondsmen. He was assistant postmaster 
under Captain Pepper and is a thoroughly 
capable and efficient officer. He will re- 
tain the position until a permanent suc- 
cessor is appointed by the president. 

Rome is deeply saddened by his ‘death 
as he was prominent socially, politically 
and a leader in every charitable and 
benevolent work, besides being so promin- 
ently identified with the cause of educa- 
tion. 

A NEGRO “HELD UP,” 


It Is Thought, by the Man Who At- 
tacked Rawls in Ware County. 

Waycross, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)—of- 
ficers here this morning received informa- 
tion that last night near Satilla bluff, in 
the Satilla swamp, a _ turpentine negro, 
who ‘had just been paid his wages. and was 
on his way home, was held up by the 
white man who assisted Langford in rob- 
bing Mr. Rawls at Schlatterville. The ne- 
gro’s life was threatened and his assailant 
had him covered with a revolver. All the 
negro’s money was taken from him and the 
was made to run for his life. 

From the negro’s story the man’s descrip- 
tion tallies accurately with that of the 
tugitive who is so much sought after. 

The officers and citizens generally who 
are after Mr. Rawls’s robber are still in 
the saddle. They have trained bloodhounds 
on the robber’s trail. Excitement is in- 
creasing as the trail becomes hotter. 
Many rumors are current in that section 
about the robber, and one rumor has it 
that the man is in hiding in the Satilla 
swamp and his food is brought to him by 
a negro. That is hardly true, if the stories 
of his pursuers be true. The impression is 
that the fugitive is ploughing his way 
through the Satilla swamp for Florida, and 
again another belief is that he is already 
safe in the labyrinths of the Okefinokee 
swamp. The officers here are of the opin- 
ion that the robber will be captured before 
another day shall pass. 

A negro boy was arrested this morning 
at Gilennmore by Sheriff Milier. He was 
jailed here this evening.

A FIGHT IN JAIL. 
DESPERATE BATTLE BETWEEN 
TWO PRISONERS IN COLUMBUS. 
Will Meyers Uses His Knife, Com- 
pletely Disemboweling George 
Wyley, Another Negro. 


Columbus, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)—A 
desperate encounter between two prisoners 
confined in the Muscogee jail occurred this 
afternoon. The names of the belligerent 
prisoners are Will Meyers, colored, charg- 
ed with assault with intent to rape, and 
George Wyley, another negro, charged 
with assault with intent to murder. 

Both prisoners are robust men, and the 
battle, which lasted for half an hour, will 
probably result fatally to Wyley.: 

The mfen had a dispute and a fisticuff 
ensued. For several minutes a hot pugilis- 
tic contest was witnessed by the other 
prisoners, when Wyley seized a stool and 
began using it with tremendous force on 
Meyers’s head. 

Meyers then drew a knife and proceed- 
ed to slash his antagonist across the stom- 
ach. Wryley very soon fell to the floor, 
completely disemboweled. 

Other prisoners in the jail gave the 
alarm and Jailer Reedy summoned a phy- 
sician, who pronounced the wound a very 
serious one. The physician’s arriva] at 
the jai! was a very timely one, for within 
a few moments the wounded man would 
have expired, as almost all of his in- 
testines were exposed. ; 

Meyers has been twice tried and con- 
victed of committing an assault upon Mrs. 
Albright. At each trial he was sentenced 
to twenty years in the penitentiary. At 
the last session of the superior court, a 
mistrial was had in his case, one of the 
jurors holding out for several days for an 
acquittal. The negro Wyley also bears an 
extremely bad reputation. A short time 
azo he waylaid a young white man by the 
name of Petty, firing upon him several

ELLIS TOOK MORPHINE. 


HE IS SELMA AGENT OF THE EX- 
PRESS COMPANY. — 


A Shortage Being Discovered in His 
Accounts, He Concluded To Take 
His Life. 


Selma, Ala., March 29.—(Special.)—Irby 
T. Ellis, local agefl#ef the Southern Express 
Company in this city, is dying from the 
effects of a dose of morphine taken with 


suicidal intent. 


Assistant Superintendent M. J. O’Brien 
is here checking up his accounts. A short- 
age was discovered this afternoon. Ellis 
claimed that it was an error, and suggest- 
ed that they go to dinner and check for 
the error after their return. 

Superintendent O’Brien and Route Agent 
Owen left Ellis at 11:30 o’clock. The three 
were to meet again at 2:30 o’clock. Ellis 
did not return, and a search was made 
for him. 

At 8 o’clock a store owned by him was 
forced open by the police and he was found 
lying on the floor with an unused pistol at 
his side. He was unconscious, his pulse 
beating weakly. Near him lay two letters— 
one to his wife, another to a friend. The 
letter read: 

“Take care of my wife and my baby.”’ 
He purchased morphine at a drug store 
near by at 2 o’clock p. m., and locked him- 
self in the store. 

Four doctors are working with him. They 
express little hope of his recovery. Ellis 
came here from Gallatin, Tenn., six years 
ago, and has held his present position 
three years. He is twenty-four years of 
age. A year ago he returned to Gallatin 
and married ’a young lady of that place. 
He is engaged in the commission business, 
and recently bought out a confectionery 
establishment. It is thought the company’s 
funds were used temporarily in his private 
business. 

There is an unconfirmed rumor that he 
has dealt largely in cotton futures. His 
safe is locked and the combination is un- 
known. The express officials are now at 
work on his accounts, but refuse to divulge 
the amount of shortage. Ellis’s reputation 
in the community is splendid, and the 
shortage caused much surprise. When the 
telegraph office closed there was no hopes.

Hence 
it follows that patriotic partisaus in the 
south rarely forget that their rivals in 
the primary are to be their comrades at 
the ballot box and treat them with that 
friendly consideration which renders 
their future co-operation as pleasant as 
it is necessary. 

Unfortunately for Alabama this prin- 
ciple of courtesy was discarded for one 
of rancor and abuse. After the conven- 
tion of 1890 those who composed al- 
most one-half the membership were de- 
nounced and treated by certain news- 
papers as enemies of the state. The re- 
sult is known. Thousands of them, as 
ardent believers in democratic doctrine 
as any in the land, were driven into 
camps where they were not at home.

Before the Bill, however, can become 
a law it must receive the approval of 
the governor, together with the sanction 
of the various mayors whose corporate 
bounds are included in-the territory con- 
templated by the bill and whose juris- 
dictions, therefore, are most gravely 
concerned. 

So far as the action of Governor Mor- 
ton is concerned, his attitude may be 
safely assumed since the provisions of 
the bill have followed the line of his in- 
structions as laid down in his message 
to the legislattire last year. 

Concerning the action of the several 
mayors, however, it may be assumed 
with equal confidence that opposition 
is likely to be encountered from some 
of the mayors interested. 

The opposition, however, arising from 
these sources can be overcome more 
readily than a similar opposition from 
the governor; for the law provides that 
in the event the mayors refuse to in- 
dorse the bill it may still acquire the 
force of a legal statute after the legisla- 
ture has passed it for a second time with 
the sanction and approval of the gov- 
ernor. 

This disposes of the bill, so far as 
its progress toward becoming a statute 
is concerned. 

The next question that arises is, what 
is the extent of territory included with- 
in the proposed limits and what will be 
the numerical strength of this con- 
templated federation? This question 
may be answered by a glance at the 
following table,. giving the area and 
population of the several municipalities

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This table is based upon the census 
of 1890. Since that time the population 
of these various centers has considerably 
increased and is doubtless at the pres- 
ent time somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 4,000,000. 

If this bill becomes a law, and the 
prophets seem to have agreed that such 
will be the case, since the movement 
started nearly five years ago and has 
since grown with amazing rapidity—if 
this bill ever becomes a law it will sim- 
ply be a question of time before New 
York surpasses London and becomes the 
acknowledged metropolis of the ¢arth. 
The citizens of Brooklyn are strongly 
opposed to the consolidation of the two 
cities, as the effect of the bill will be 
to wipe out the existence of Brooklyn. 
Against this proposed annihilation a 
thousand endearments and fond associa- 
tions rebel. The extent of this opposi- 
tion in Brooklyn is shown by the fact 
that eighteen out of her twenty-one rep- 
resentatives voted against the passage of 
the bill. 

It is interesting in this connection to in- 
quire into the feelings of the rural popu- 
lation of New York concerning the adop- 
tion of this important measure. As the 
exponent of this large element, Assem- 
blyman Robbins led the fight against the 
bill in the New York state assembly, 
contending that such a measure was 
antagonistic to the rural districts of the 
state. This claim was supported by 
the declaration that Greater New 
York would send to the  legisla- 
ture twenty-eight senators and nine- 
ty assemblymen; that the  govern- 
ment of the state would be in the 
hands of this municipality and that, on 
joint ballot, Greater New York, against 
the combined strength of the state, 
would be able to select United States 
senators. It was further argued that 
the taxes of New York city would be in- 
creased by the addition of $6,000,000 a 
year. 
These figures were all enlarged upon 
during the progress of the debate, and 
yet in spite of the arguments advanced 
by the opposition and regardless of the 
eloquence in which this opposition was 
expressed, the bill was adopted by quite 
a large majority. 

Each of the mayors will be given the 
bill to sign before the autograph of the 
governor is attached thereto. The limit 
of time allowed for this indorsement is 
fifteen days. Doubtless mass meetings 
in each of the various cities will be call- 
ed at once for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion in regard to this important matter; 
but whether this action be favorable or 
unfavorable, the bill is likely to be- 
come a law unless the signs are alto- 
gether deceitful. 

If the bill becomes a law it will go 
into effect on the Ist of January, 18098. 
Brooklyn will then be Brooklyn no 
longer, but a part of the municipal em- 
pire of New York. In the meantime a 
special commission will be appointed 
for the purpose of arranging all the pre- 
liminary steps that are necessary - to 
bring about this consolidation. 

The interest attaching to this import- 
ant measure is not purely a local or 
continental interest, but one that is 
world-wide and international. Such a 
concentration of wealth and power about 
the harbor of New York is a measure 
that affects the commerce of the world 
and one whose influence will be felt by 
the remotest islands of the sea. 

Of Importance to the South. 

On the 29th of April there will be a 
meeting of the South and West Grain 
and Trade congress in Charleston, 8. C. 

This industrial enterprise was ofgan- 
ized in April, 1894, and resulted from 
a movement which was undertaken to 
bring about a closer trade relation be- 
tween the south and west. 

Realizing the importance of such a 
step and hoping, by an effort of this 
kind to reduce the excessive cost of 
transportation, the farmers of Kansas, 
Missouri and other weatern states came 
together for the purpose of consultation, 
and the present congress was the result 
of that initial meeting. 

Though little has yet been accomplish-

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The Sultan Is Offended. 

Offended by the recent action of this 
country in regard to the brutal massacre 
of the Armenians, the Turkish sultan 
has cast has imperial frown across the 
water and directed the Turkish minister 
at Washington to pack his satchel and 
return home. 

In obedience to this royal order the 
Turkish minister has notified the pow- 
ers at Washington that his sovereign 
highness has demanded a severance of 
the diplomatic intercourse existing be- 
tween this country and the Ottoman 
empire. 

Having turned his face toward the 
orient, Minister Bey will soon be sailing 
on the blue, familiar waters of the 
Mediterranean. 

Some time ago the question of appeal- 
ing to the Huropean powers on behalf 
of the Armenians, whose sufferings had 
filled the entire Christian world with 
indignation, was taken up by congress. 
A striking unanimity of sentiment char- 
acterized the action of both houses of 
congress in passing the following reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved, by the senate of the United 
States, the house of repres¢ntatives con- 
curring, That it is an imperative duty in 
the interest of humanity to express the 
earnest hope that the European concert 
brought. about by the treaty referred to 
may speedily be given its just effect in such 
decisive measure as shall stay the hand of 
fanaticism and lawless violence, and as 
shall secure to the unoffending Christians 
of the Turkish empire all the rights be- 
longing to them, both as men, as Christians 
and as beneficiaries of the explicit provi- 
sions of the treaty above recited. 

Resolved, That the president be request- 
ed to communicate these resolutions to the 
governments of Great Britain, Germany, 
Austria, France, Italy and Russia. 

Resolved, further, That thé senate of the 
United States, the house of representatives 
concurring, will support the president in 
the most vigorous action he may take for 
the protection and security of American 
citizens in Turkey, and to obtain redress 
for injuries committed upon the persons or 
property of such citizens. 


This is the sum of America’s offending. 
It is likely that previous ill-will has 
had something to do with its interpre- 
tation, as the purport of the resolution 
conveys no offense whatever. Perhaps 
this so-called offense arises from a can- 
sciousness of guilt and a recognition of 
the righteousness on which these resolu- 
tions are grounded. 

If America is right in the position 
which she has taken in the matter she 
can afford to take the‘ consequences 
and rest seréne in the assurance that 
her conduct will be vindicated before the 
bar of nations. 

Considered in the light of international 
customs, thefe is nothing whatever jin 
these resolutions to provoke the anger 
of the sultan. The matter of interfer- 
ence, if such a recourse should be deem- 
ed necessary, was referred to the Eu- 
ropean powers that participated in the 
treaty of Bergin. In justice to quite a 
number of her own citizens whose lives 
were imperiled by these Turkish out- 
rages, and in justice to the Christian 
religion, which was held in common 
by both Armenians and Americans, con- 
gress could do no less than pass these 
resolutions and might have gone still 
further without repugnance to the law 
of nations or the righteous dictates of 
humanity. 
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Spain Loses One of Her Cuban Strong- 
holds. 

Dispatches received from Cuba an- 
nounce the fall of the Spanish ‘strong- 
hold at Pinar del Rio and convey the 
further information that under the 
leadership of the two insurgent generals, 
Maceo and Garcia, assisted by Ameri- 
ean forces and supplies, the most signal 
victory of the present revolution has 
been achieved. 

Though Cuban valor is entitled to 
some degree of recognition it is not 
alone through the exercise of this 
quality nor the splendid leadership of 
the commanding officers that Spain has 
sustained this severe and overwhelming 
defeat at the hands of the insurgents. 

Some other force has been at work 
and that force is the substantial help 
and sympathy which Cuba has received 
from the United States. The resolutions 
adopted by both houses of congress 
some time ago have had the effect of 
driving away the depression which set- 
tled upon the Cuban forces a few weeks 
since and of giving renewed strength to 
the cause of Cuban independence. This 
happy result has been achieved regard-

resolution. Cuba, however, is able to 
see with her own eyes that she has both 
branches of the national legislature on 
her side and that back of the measure 
now pending she has the good will and 
the sympathy of all parties composing 
the great mass of the American people. 

But good will is not sufficient without 
ammunition and even valor is helpless 
without proper military supplies. Here- 
tofore the Cubans have been dependent 
upon such Weapons aS the meager re- 
sources Of the island yielded, and Cuba, 
as every one knows, has been rather 
backward in the science of war, notwith- 
standing the fact that frequent insur- 
rections have disturbed the tranquillity 
of the island. This embarrassment, 
however, was in a measure removed last 
week by the landing of re-enforcements 
from the United States equipped for 
battle with heavy guns and ammuni- 
tion. 

Being thus re-enforced the Cubans con- 
céived the idea of making a vigorous as- 
sault upon the Spanish stronghold at 
Pinar del Rio. This citadel of the Span- 
iards is located in the extreme western 
portion of the island and somewhere 
near the center of the province which 
bears the same name. The city has a 
population of some 20,000 people and 
the Spaniards have relied upon it as a 
convenient center for proposed military 
operations in the surrounding province. 
The Spanish garrison consisted of about 
4,000 men, while the insurgents num- 
bered about twice that many. The de- 
feat of the Spaniards was followed by 
the destruction of the town, and the 
revolutionary flag floats in triumph over 
the smoking ramparts of the foe. This 
victory of the Cubans is not only signal, 
but decisive. 

Spain must recognize the fact, which 
she has doubtless commenced to realize 
by this time, that she has more than a 
mere handful of Cubans to subdue; that 
the sentiment of Christendom is against 
the outrages which her agents have com- 
mitted and which her despotic rule has 
tolerated, and that, in declaring war 
against her subjects in Cuba, she has 
undertaken what has rarely been ac- 
complished, and that is the overthrow 
of those divine altars on which the fires 
of freedom have been kindled. 

In the meantime, assured of the favor 
of all Christian nations and conscious 
of the justice of her own cause, Cuba 
will follow up the signal victory which 
she has gained already and other trt- 
umphs will be gained until final inde- 
pendence is achieved. Having access to 
American supplies she will loge no time 
in puncturing Spanish flesh with the 
imported bullets which she will get 
from the United States. If Spain is 
wise she will speedily attest her recog- 
nition of that old adage, which applies 
as well to nations as to individuals, that 
“discretion is the better part of valor.” 

A Notable Address. 

in his recent address delivered in this 
city before the veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic Commander L. L. 
Nelson gave utterance to a national and 
patriotic sentiment which strikes a high 
note and evinces a fraternal spirit 
which will find hearty echo. 

Though somewhat local in the cireum- 
stances which brought it forth the 
proposition advanced by Mr. Nelson will 
give his speech a national significance 
and his views will doubtless be dis- 
cussed in every state in the union. 

Mr. Nelson takes the broad position 
that both the union and confederate sol- 
diers were distinctively American, and 
that while they met each other in dead- 
ly grapple upon the field of honor, they 
were nevertheless brothers in blood and 
comrades in chivalry. For this reason 
he advocates that a day be set apart for 
& joint memorial service in honor of 
the heroes of both armies. 

In setting forth this proposition Mr. 
Nelson made use of the following lan- 
guage: 

I hope the time is not far distant when 
the beautiful ceremony of dropping a 
flower and a tear in remembrance of the 
heroism of our dead comrades, union and 
confederate, will be observed on the same 
day and participated in by comrades of 
both armies in one procession. 

Can any one advance a good reason why. 
we should not unite in this labor of fove? 
Those who wore the blué and gray mingle 
freely as citizens. The warmest social] re- 
lations exist between those who were once 
oe of extreme views upon either 
side. 

No objection is offered to former union 
and confederate sokiiers sitting side - by 
side and from the same cup partaking of 


the wine which symbolizes the blood of 
our crucified and risen Savior. 


Perhaps a stronger or more striking 
argument has never been advanced in 
this connection and the simple logic of 
the proposition, combining force and 
beauty in such a marvelous measure, 
cannot fail to arrest the attention of 
every thoughtful mind. 

The suggestion is one that will no 
doubt touch a responsive chord in the 
heart of every old soldier, regardless of 
the flag under which he fought or the 
uniform which he preferred. 

But this speech of the commander is 
no less significant perhaps than was the 
demonstration of applause by which the 
proposition was received by the veterans 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Both the speaker and his audience pos- 
sessed the same mind and the declara- 
tion of the meeting at which no visitors 
were present and only federal soldiers 
spoke was one of fraternal good will 
and brotherhood. 

The speech of the commander should 
be carefully read by the veterans of 
both armies, as the proposition therein 
advan¢ed is deserving of thoughtful and 
patriotic consideration.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The recent speech of Senator Mills has 
been a fresh source of grievance to the 
Spaniards. The New York Herald a few 
days ago published the following dispatch: 

“Senator Mills’s speech has created re- 
newed antagonism and is considered an- 
other insult to Spain. 

‘‘The war office reports that the deaths in 
one year among the Cuban forces amounts 
to more than four thousand. 

“The Liberal says: ‘The acts of the 
United States, however cleverly disguised 
in form, have as their ultimate goal and 
object the adding of another star to the 
flag by the annexation of Cuba.’” 


Though north Georgia has frequently 
been’ called the “‘mecca of the moonshiner,”’ 
there are other portions of the country 
which are hkewise interested in the same 
forbidden industry as the north Georgia 
moonshiner. A man and his wife were 
recently arrested in New York city and 
tried before the federal commissioner. It 
was shown in the evidence that large 
quantities of liquor had been distilled, and 
that many customers had patronized this 
establishment in the heart of New York 
city. The north Georgia distiller prefers 
the deeper shadows of the forest and the 
gloomy recesses of the mountains. There 
is more of safety in the neighborhood of 
these giant bulwarks. 


The following story from The Pittsburg 
Chronicle-Telegraph will be read with in- 
terest in this season of marine préparations 
for war: 

“This ig the era of warship building, of 
the spending of vast sums of money for 
cruisers. England has approved govern- 
mental plans of adding to the navy ships 
enough to form a whole navy in them- 
selves. Russia is building a number of war 
vessels, for which Pittsburg will furnish 
much of the armor plate, and the report 
of the house committee on appropriations 
indicates that powerful additions to the 
United States marire power will soon be 
made. Even New Zealand ig locking for- 
ward to the formation of her own navy, 
for the premier of that distant colony has 
notified its parliament that a large increase 
in the country’s debt is inevitable, as it 
cannot depend much lorger upon the fleets 
of the mother country for protection. Never 
before in tne history of the world was 
there s0 much money being spent on ships 
and their armaments. Modern inventions 
and discoveries, which increase the offen- 
sive and defensive power of ships, have 
also vastly increaged their cost.’’

The submissicn of this bill to the mayors 
is purely an act of courtesy on the part 
of the managers of the bill. A strict con- 
struction of the constitutional provision 
does not dzmand any such action, as Tie 
Recorder has more than once pointed out. 
Only special city measures can be so treat- 
ed, and he constitutional definition of 
such measures is bills “‘which relate to a 
single city, or to less than all the cities of 
a class.” As the Greater New York biil 
relates to two cities of the first class out 
of three in the whole state, and one of the 
third class, it cannot meet the second con- 
dition. Only by assuming that the framers 
of the constitution meant to refer to a city 
in posse as well as a city in esse can it 
meet the first. But this has been amicably 
arranged. The friends of this most im- 
portant measure have no fear of discussion 
before the mayors, nor of a change of 
votes in cither house if any one of these 
mayors should disapprove the Dill.

The Greater New York bill, which passed 
the senate two weeks ag0, Was passed by 
the assembly this afternama by a vote of 
91 to &. A majority of republicans and of 
democrats voted for the bill. Of the 2 
Brooklyn assemblymen, 18 voted against 
the measure. The three voting for it Were 
F. A. Newman, John J. Cain and Charles 
H. Ebbets—all of them democrats. The 
passage of the bill does not make it a 
law. According to the constitution, the 
mayors of the cities involved in the con- 
solidation scheme must approve of the bill 
and the governor sign it before it can be- 
come a law. In case any one of the mayors 
disapproves of it the bill will have to be 
again passed by the legisiature, in which 
case it can e a law by the signature 
of the governor.

“T have before me an audience to which 
an angel might be proud to speak—an audi- 
ence of working boys and working girls. I 
had rather preach to a crowd like this than 
to a congregation of milliopaires—not that 
I am against rich men. The richest soil 
in the south is at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi river, but the air there is full of poi- 
son. About the poorest soil in the south is 
in the red hilis of north Georgia, but there 
the water is pure and the air is free from 
taint. Among the rich are the greatest 
vices—among the poor are some of the 
best of the earth, 

“God bless the boys and the girls of At- 
lanta and give them an open field and a 
fair fight. I would give to that young girl 
my hand and say, ‘Daughter,’ to that young 
man and say, ‘Brother,’ to that litle boy 
and say, ‘Son’—God bless you all.” 

Mr. Jones selected as his text, “Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked. Whatsoever 
& man soweth, that shall he reap.” 

“This text,’’ said he, ‘is one of the tru- 
ismse—one upon which all can agree—even 
Bob Ingersoll himself! 

“There are three impossibilities in life. 
The first is to practice a fraud on your 
own soul. If you are good, you Know it; 
if you are bad you know it. I am so glad 
that God will not let us lle down and sleep 
ourselves to hell, 

“It is impossible in the next place to 
practice a fraud on our neighbor. You may 
cover yourself witu sheep's clothing, but 
you will have a wolf's track. This old 
world knows a sheep from a wolf. If I 
wanted to know all about a girl I would go 
to the twelve girls she works with. You 
cannot practice a fraud on the world. 

‘The third thing it is impossible for you 
to do is to practice a fraud on God. There 
ig no more fearful fact than this, ‘Thou 
God seeast me.’ Be what you are. If you 
are a rascal, come out and say so. I al- 
ways did despise a fraud, They don’t like 
me and I don’t like them. 

“The physical world is a photograph 
of the moral world. God made 
the Bible. God made the world. I can take 
everything God ever made and illustrate 
the truth by it. But I cannot illustrate 
a lie with anything he has made. A grog- 
shop will illustrate a lie. Take whisky; 
you have to rot the corn before you can 
make it. Take a cup of meal; it is good 
when baked into bread, but you must rot 
it in the mash before you get whisky 
out of it. 

“In the physical world when I sow oats 
do I reap lettuce? When I sow corn dol 
reap onions? No! When I sow oats I 
don’t expect anything but oats; when I 
sow corn I don’t expect anything but 
corn. 

“Corn makes more than you plant. One 
grain will produce 1,600 grains. At that rate 
it would not take long to sow the worlid 
down sixteen feet deep. Like not only pro- 
duces like, but multiplies. 

“Every deed in your life is a seed and 
falls in some human heart and comes up 
and produces and reproduces something 
like the one you sowed. 

“Men are living in this city who are 
sowing a crop of sin that will produce and 
reproduce for a thousand years—card-play- 
ing, whisky-drinking men. 

‘Girls’ you are not only sewing on your 
machines, but you are sowing the seeds 
of good or evil. I have often thought of 
men like Ingersoll, traveling round the 
country sowing the seeds of infidelity. It 
will do no good for him to march up at 
the last judgment and say: ‘I was mis- 
taken.’ A man may plant his field in 
cockleburrs. When his crop covers the field 
it will not help his case to say: ‘1 thought 
I had planted wheat.’ I have no patience 
with Ingersoll, Payne and Spencer and men 
of that class. I defy you to show me a 
grand man who ever sprung up out of the 
soil of infidelity. 

“The evil things that you do pass out of 
your control and the crop goes on multiply- 
ing forever. Sow whisky and reap drunk- 
ards. A drunkard is the product of the 
saloon. 

“It seemed to me that I saw everything 
at the world’s fair but one thing. I said: 
‘Where is the product of the whisky traf- 
fic?’ 1 told them that the great show would 
not be complete until they got a glass case 
and filled it with about twenty red-nosed, 
blue-eyed, besotted bums. Then it would be 
complete. Atlanta would have been repre- 
sented in that case. Down with and out 
with the whole business. 

“The highest patriotism is the patriotism 
that will make a man do right. Talk about 
getting revenue from evil and educating the 
childrén of your state with the tariff on 
liquor. I had rather my. boy would be 
in heaven learning his A, B, C’s than in 
hell reading Greek. 

“I have been poor—poor as a dog, poor as 
two dogs, but I say today before God I 
prefer poverty a thousand times to de- 
bauchery. 

“The qualification for a legislator ought 
to be the same as that of a preacher. 

‘That fellow has a poor job who is serv- 
ing the devil and boarding himself. I have 
addressed several legislatures, but never 
the Georgia legislature. Some of them say 
I am a blackguard. If a fellow can talk to 
the Georgia legislature and not be a black- 
guard he will have to get away from his 
crowd. 

“I have been invited to the Capital City 
Club, but I don’t go to a hog waller. 

‘By the day you take your first drink you 
are started on the way. When you take 
three drinks a day you are two-thirds on 
the way. When you take ten a day you 
have got there. 

“Many of you working girls never saw a 
dance. You are better for it. Dancing when 
boiled down has its fascination in contact 
of the sexes. It is nothing but vulgarity set 
to music. That little dude out there will be 
hot and say he’s going to kill me. If I 
live till a dude kills me old Methusaleh 
will be a babe beside me. 

“Sow cards and reap gamblers. Seven 
out of ten gamblers come out of Christian 
homes. I am sorry for the wife of a gam- 
bler. Everything she eats and wears is 
won with a deck of cards. I have watched 
his home. I said: ‘Which is worse, to lead 
a gambler’s life or be a gambler’s wife?’ 

“But he that soweth to the spirit shall 
of the spirit reap life everlasting. Thank 
God I have been trying for twenty-four 
years to sow good seed. We have been 
here for four weeks trying to do good. Oh, 
boys and girls, sow good seed, plant a 
crop that will spring up to eternal life.” 

The sermon was in Sam Jones’s best vein 
and delighted the young people who were 
there in such crowds to hear him. The 
vast audience was in sympathy with the 
preacher and came forward and promised 
to sow to the spirit. 

Dr. Hawthorne on Jones. 

Dr. J. B. Hawthorne devoted his sermon 
yesterday to the work of Sam Jones. 

His text was from James i, 22: “Be ye 
doers of the word and not hearers only.” 
He said: 

“All through a minist-y covering a period 
of thirty-seven years it has been my priv- 
ilege to preach to great multitudes of peo- 
ple. This has been especially true of my 
ministry in Atlanta. I risk nothing in say- 
ing that in the last twelve years more peo- 
ple have heard the gospel within these 
walls than have gathered, in the same pe- 
riod, in any other house of worship within 
the southern states of this union. All this 
is gratifying to me, and I believe it to be 
well-pleasing to God. But candor compels 
me to say that the majority of those who 
come into this sanctuary from Sabbath to 
Sabbath are not doers of the word, but 
hearers only. They listen respectfully and 
with apparent solemnity to the proclama- 
tions of God’s truth; they are sometimes 
enthusiastic and enraptured listeners; but 
a very small part of what they hear is ex- 
emplified in their daily walk and comversa- 
tion. They do not appropriate the truth. 
They do not make it the food of their 
souls and the motive power of their lives. 
They hear the gospel, and hear it gladly, 


and believe it to be divine, but they do not- 


use it to accomplish the high and holy pur- 


 tism, but thousands upon thousands who 
have heard me have rejected Him, and 
are still living without hope and without 


cause of much depression and heariache. 


Glad They Come. 

“Tl have hailed with almost ecstatic joy 
the coming to our city of two men, who 
are not only speaking to vaster multitudes 
than the one which is wont to gather here, 
but wht are incomparably more successful 
than I in pursuading men to be doers of 
the word of God. These men have not 
brought any new gospel to our people. They 
are simply reiterating what you have been 
hearing from almost every pulpit in this 
city. They are preaching the same old g08- 
pel that the world has been hearing for 
nearly nineteen centuries. There can never 
be a neW religion that is true, because 
there is no need of one. Our gospel sweeps 
the horizon of time and eternity. All at- 
tempts either at discovering a new gospel 
or at remodeling and improving the old 
one, are absurd. A Boston woman of the 
‘strong-minded persuasion’ has projected a 
religion which she calls ‘Christian Science,’ 
but of all the travesties upon religion, sci- 
ence and common sense it is the most ri- 
diculous, 

“There is a strong and eteady push in 
these times toward applied science. We are 
making science practical and useful for 
every day life. We are making it belp- 
ful to men in all the vocations of life. 
We may do the same with the gospel. 

“If I understand the two great evangelists 
to whom I have referred, a distinctive feat- 
ure of their ministry is their zealous in- 
sistence upon the application of Christian- 
ity to all the actual necessitics of men. 
They would have it cover the whole field 
which its divine author marked out for it. 
They would have us make an application of 
the gospel to every element of human na- 
ture; to every department of human ac- 
tivity, and to every variety of human in- 
terest. They would have us convince men 
by the actual results of our Christian ac- 
tivities, that a spiritual kingdom revolution- 
izing and overturning all visible kingdoms, 
is not a mere dream of pietists, but a living 
reality. In other words, they believe that 
the churches of Jesus Christ, by simply 
putting into practice their religious faith 
and principles, can silence the last infidel 
“voice and overthrow the last enemy of the 
gospel. 

Jones’s Satire Sustained. 

“TI believe that even in the work of the 
Christian ministry there is a place for sa- 
tire and ridicule. Christ evidently thought 
so when He told the Pharisees that they 
‘were wolves in gheeps’ clothing,’ and cant- 
ing hypocrites who could ‘swallow a camel 
and strain at a gnat.’ Our evangelists are 
masters of a holy satire. It is a weapon 
with which they are demolishing many 
unworthy and false conceptions of the mis- 
sion of the churches of Jesus Christ. There 
are some people in this city who regard 
the church as a sort of sacred museum for 
the preservation of religious antiquities, 
or a sort of Tower of London, where holy 
mementoes and ecclesiastical relics are 
kept and guarded by men divinely appoint- 
ed for the purpose. They seem to think 
that the revelation made from heaven is 
a secret, and that the function of a church 
is to hold that secret and keep it from the 
world. How well some churches do hold it! 
They fence themselves off from the world, 
shield their holy vestments from the touch 
of publicans and sinners, edify and comfort 
their own membership, and sing of the glory 
that shall be theirs when they reach the 
eternal habitation of the saints par ex- 
cellence, These evangelists have no sympa- 
thy for a church that is founded on social 
distinctions, and whose sympathies nre con- 
fined to the circle of its own membership. 
They believe that every such 
church is a. stench in the nos- 
trils of the Almighty. They be- 
lieve that its corner stone is not Christ but 
self. They believe that it is untouched by 
the spirit of Him whio stood up among sinh- 
ning and suffering humanity and cried, 
‘Come unto me all ve that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest,’ and 
who commanded His diciples to ‘go unto 
all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creatige.’ They balievea that the 
members of such a church are not doers of 
the word, but héarers only. 


More Wonderful Than All. 


“Look over the history of more than 
cighteen centuries of Christianity, and 
where, among the men who have been 
commissioned to preach the everlasting 
gospel, do you find one around whom the 
people have gathered in such vast mul- 
titudes as we see congregated about Jones 
and Stuart? Neither Chrysostom, nor Au- 
-gustine, or Whitefield, nor Savanarola, nor 
Knox, nor Wesley? ever commanded such 
audiences. It is not so much the trans- 
cendant genius and eloquence of the men, 
as their Christ-like sympathy with the 
woes and needs of all classes of man- 
kind, which secures for them fhe attention 
the confidence and the affection of thou- 
sands who are not reached by the ministry 
of other men, 

““‘My brethren, the preaching, conduct 
and success of these men have convinced 
me of two things: 

“1. The first is, that to be doers of the 
word we must have a stronger faith in 
it, and in its power to bless and save the 
world. These nmren believe as firmly in the 
existence of a personal God as they believe 
in their own existence. Nothing is so real 
to them as God Almighty. We must not 
aliow ourselves to be disturbed by any in- 
fidel desperado, or sneering parvenu, or 
giggling buffoon. Do not be confused 
and dazed when some little box-party, 
clubhouse, society dude tells you that 
Darwin and Spencer and Ingersoll have 
demolished this grand old booR, which we 
call the Word of God. These little fellows 
are harmless. They fight with popguns 
and paper swords. They imagine them- 
selves to be something when they are 
nothing. They look wise, but they are 
not Solomons. The bluebird is pretty and 
has just as many wings as thé eagle, but 
he cannot dip them in the same burning 
glory. Put the intellect of one of these 
upstarts beside the intellect of such a 
Christian man as Bacon, or Sir William 
Hamilton, or William E. Gladstone, and 
it will look like a mole hil! at the base 
of a majestic mountain which swells fronr 
the vale and lifts its shining summit 
beyond the sweep of clouds and the flight 
of birds. All the enemies that the Bible 
has today are old enemies with new names. 

“2. The ministry of these men has con- 
vinced me that to be faithful doers of the 
word, we must have a truer conception of 
Christian rectitude and duty. It is only 
the lofty ideal that is helpful to human 


virtue. 
Is No Madness. 


“My ‘brethren, the emphasis which these 
two evangelists put upon these things 
is neither madness nor fanaticism. When 
they tell you that going to a clubroom and 
keeping company with the sons of Belial 
is destructive of your Christian influence, 
and your capacity to lead men from the 
drakness of unbelief into the light of the 
Son of God, they speak the words of 
truth and soberness. When théy tell you 
that vou cannot confederate with re- 
jectors and despisers of Jesus Christ in 
any form of wickedness or worldliness, 
without staining your souls with the guilt 
of a damnable hypocrisy, they are but 
reiterating the warning of the inspired 
man who wrote, ‘‘Ye cannot drink the cup 
of the Lord and the cup of devils.” When 
they tell you that only the church member 
who stands bravely by the flag of the gospel 
and does his duty in the face of a frown- 
ing world will be saved, they only repeat 
the teaching of the Master, who said, ‘He 
that heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them, | will liken unto a wise man, 
who built his bouse upon the rock.’ 

“When England's great poet said, ‘There 
is a tide in the affairs of men, which taken 
at the flood, leads on to fortune,’ he ex- 
pressed a law that is just as real and 
operative in the spiritual world as in the 
natural. There is a great spiritual flood- 
tide rolling over Atlanta today. Let us 
seize the opportunity which it brings to 
us; let us cast ourselves upon it, and be 
carried safely and triumphantly into the 


God in the world, This to me has been the . 


THEEND DRAWS NIGH 


All Hope for the Recovery of Dr. Barrett 
-. Has Been Abandoned, 


A MESSAGE TO HIS FRIENDS 


Dr. Barrett, Though Weak and Wasted 
from Disease, Desires To Visit At- 
lanta Before He Dies. 


The surgeons who have been in attend- 
ance upon the bedside of Rev. R. 8. Bar- 
rett have announced that nothing more can 
be done and the last hope of a successful 
operation has been abandoned. 

This intelligence will be sad news indeed 
to the many loyal friends of Dr. Barrett of 
thig city, where he labored and was loved

by all who knew him. Dr. Barrett is per- 
fectly resigned, and is patiently awaiting 
the end. He has been told that all hope 
has been abandoned and in a few weeks he 
will die. 

A warm personal friend of Dr. Barrett 
was at his home in Washington and held 
a lengthy conversation with him. In speak- 
ing of his death Dr. Barrett stated that 
he was simply waiting for the end, which 
he knew was not far away. 

“Give my love to all the people of At- 
lanta,” said he, “and tell them I am think- 
ing of them and praying for them daily. 
Especially do I send my loving greeting 
to the people of my old parish of St. Luke’s 
church.”’ 

Dr. Barrett has been ill for several 
weeks, and though it was hoped that he 
would be cured by an operation, that hope 
thas been lost, and the surgeons, after an 
unsuccessful operation, have been compel- 
led to acknowledge that the disease with 
which he is suffering is beyond their skill 
to destroy. 

The examinations given him have been 
made by some of the most distinguished 
surgeons of the country, yet all have sig- 
nally failed to effect a cure or prevent 
the spread of the diwease. Dr. Barrett is 
suffering with a fatal disease, Which is in 
the nature of a tumor. This tumor is daily 
increasing in size, and has already fast- 
ened its deadly fangs upon the vital or- 
gans of the body. 

The last operation was performed in the 
Johns Hopkins hospital, at Baltimore, but 
after the operation, which lasted several 
hours, the surgeons confessed that they 
were poweriess to stay the disease or pre- 
vent its spreading. The trouble has devel- 
oped within the last two months, but the 
most eminent surgeons who have made 
examination are of the opinion that the tu- 
mor first appeared more than two years 
ago, and has been constantly getting larg- 
er until it will eventually result in death. 
From a strong, vigorous man of more than 
200 pounds in weight, Dr. Barrett has been 
reduced to an invalid, weighing less than 
125 pounds. At times he suffers great pain, 
but most of the time he is able to sit up. 
He is now dictating a volume of sermons, 
which will be published as soon as the 
wiork can be accomplished. 


Death Robbed of Its Horrors. 
“When 1 was first made to realize my 
condition,’ said Dr. Barrett to a friend last 
Saturday, as he sat in his home in Wash- 
ington, ‘‘naturally, I was stunned, I was 
in the full ebb of life; I had my plans of 
greater work to do; Many sermons to 
preach; my family to care for; children to 
raise and educate; but soon I adjusted my- 
self to accept the will of my heavenly 
father as my portion ‘here and hereafter, 
and I thought what a glorious thing it was 
that even His own Son, our dear Savior, 
accepted a similar portion for all mankind. 
That at one instant the blessed Jesus seem- 
ed also to be stunned at the great ordeal, 
but almost instantly recovering said: 
“Father, in Thy hands I commend my 
spirit.’ ’”’ 
With meekness and humility and with 
a calm, sweet courage, knowing no fear, 
this good man of God is passing through 

his last days on earth. he 
However, he is still at work ogame a 
volume of sermons by dictating his inspired 

thoughts to his devoted wife and son, 


Wants To Visit Atlanta. 


Continuing, Dr. Barrett said: 
 “Y have thought if my strength holds out 
I would like to make one more visit to At- 
lanta. I know it would do me good to look 
into the faces of the people there once 
more, and perhaps, under God's blessing, I 
might do them some good. Oh, how I 
would love to see my people there again! 

“Give them all my love and tell them the 
message I send, and of the message I want 
to bring them once more under the will of 
God.”

residence in this city. 

Judge Bigby left Columbus on Saturday 
at 1 o'clock, before the strike was declared, 
and was.not aware of the strike until his 
arrival in Atlanta, and did not learn the 
particulars until he read The Constitution 
yesterday morning. 

“When I was about to leave the mills 
on Saturday,” said Judge Bigby, “I knéw 
there was dissatisfaction existing among 
the weavers, and that a strike had been 
threatened, so I was not surprised when I 
was advised of its occurrence. The men 
are making a bad mistake in doing this. 
They have always been paid more than is 
paid by any other of the mills in the south. 
The reduction recently made was about 10 
_ per cent and after it was made they would 
have received just as ch as the weavers 
/Of any other mills. 

“All during’ the recent financial stringency 
they received no reduction in their wages, 
_a@nd the year after the panic, which was 
,even worse than the previous year, they 
‘were not made to. suffer any reduction 
“whatever in their wages. Now they re- 
ceive as much as’ any weavers in Columbus 
-or anywhere in the south, and the company 
Was compelled to make the reduction, for 
it was running at @ loss in the departments 

_where the men were employed.” 
“What caused the reduction?” was asked. 
“It was simply this,” said President Big- 
by. “The prices for New Era godds and 
Rescue plaids are so.low at the present time 
end have been for some time, that it was 
impossible to pay the men at their old 
Tate without a loss to the company. 

“The men were paid the same 
-—rTates for this sort of work when 
the cotton was at 44% and 5 cents = as 
When it is at 7% cents, so you can 
readily see that with the reduced prices in 
these goods and the high rates of cotton, 
@ cut was imperative in order to protect 

- the mills from loss. The cut only applies 
to the above mentioned goods, and many of 
the weavers work on other classes of goods 
and receive their old wages.

Next 
morning five of them returned, and the 
rest remained away, much to the company’s 
satisfaction, as they were only kept on 
suffefance before.

~ $8 last week all: would have been well if it 

had not been for the agitation made by a 
few disgruntled weavers, who had nothing 
better to do. They stirred up dissatisfac- 
tion and advocated striking, and the bet- 
ter-inclined lost their heads and last Thurs- 
day night at a meeting of the weavers, it 
was decided to shut down. I had been told 
that they would send a committee to wait 
upon me-and state their grievance, but 
they did not appear, much to my regret, as 
I know I could have settled the difference 
with a few minutes’ talk.

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ON A WRIT OF LUNACY 


Alex Carr’s Case Will Probably Go to 
the Ordinary. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION 


The Attorneys for Carr. Will Doubt- 
less Mcke Application Today for 
a Writ of Lunacy. 


An application for a writ of lunacy will 
probably be made before Ordinary Calhoun 
today by the attorneys of Alex Carr. 

Although this step has not been positive- 
ly announced. it is known that the at- 
torneys of the condemned man have had 
several consultations with Governor At- 
kinson and Attorney General Terrell in 
rezard to the matter 

The action of the governor in granting 
Carr a respite of thirty days was for the 
purpose of giving his attorneys ample 
time in which an examination as to the 
sanity of the prisoner couki be made. 
The report of the committee of medical 
experts having been made, it is: now 
naturally supposed that the fate of Carr 
will be placed in the hands ef a jury of 


the ordinary. 
The result of the application for a writ 
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of lunacy before the ordinary will be 
watched with interest. As Judge Calhoun 
is to pass upon the application, it is only 
natural that he would hesitate to express 
an advance opinion. ‘Ifherefore nothing 
can be learned from him as to whether 
the writ will be granted or denied. The 
general opinion is that Carr will be grant- 
ed a second trial in the court of ordinary, 
the only queStion to be decided is 
whether Carr is sane or crazy. If he is 
found to be sane there will be littie doubt 
that his sentence will be carried out and 
that he will be executed on the scaffold. 
In the event the writ of lunacy is zgrant- 
ed and Carr is found to be insane an in- 
| teresting question arises. At present there 
is no provision on the statute books for 
the disposition of criminals who become 
insane after trial and conviction. Prior 
to -the death of Judge Richard H. Clark 
a bill was drafted providing that the 
governor be empowered to send insane 


became a law and no provision has yet 
been made for this class of prisoners. 


It Goes to a Jury. 

The probable outcome of the respite 
will be that Carr will for the second time 
be tried by a jury in the court of ordinary 
on a writ of lunacy. This writ will be 
sworn out by Messrs. Arnold & Arnold 
and a jury will try the celebrated mur- 
derer. . 

Attorney -General Terrell, after several 
consultations ‘with Governor Atkinson and 
Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, has stated. that 
it was his opinion that a writ of lunacy 
would lie within the court of ordimary. 
This direction will no doubt be given 


the case by Carr’s attorneys. 
Just what will be the result of the or- 


dinary’s jury is a question which is. , 
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prisoners to the asylum. The bill never 
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discussed with much interest by the pub- 
lic. At a previous trial in the court of 
ordinary Cart was found to be sane after 
he had undergone frequent experiments 
and the jury had exhausted every re- 
source at its command. Carr was placed 
on the floor in various positions and 
numberless tests were made. All of this 
was done, however, while Carr was dumb 
and apparently crazy. 

Now that the prisoner has voluntarily 
confessed that he has been feigning, it fs 
gf interest to know what effect this con- 
fession will have upon a jury. The public 
is divided in opinion, and while many be- 
lieve Carr to be sane and accept his 
Gimple statement. there are many who 
contend that his recent action was clearly 
the result of a deranged brain. 

There have been no recent developments 
in the condition of Alex Carr. 

He spent a quiet day in his cell yester- 
day and gave no indication that there 
has been any change within the last few 
days. Early yesterday morning he dress- 
ed and paced back and forth the leneth 


of his cell. He stared at the prisvoners and 
talked in the same incoherent manner as 
has been fis custom for the few days 
since his wonderful resurrection. 

Carr is fast breaking ‘o all outward ap- 
pearances and though he has said that 
his confession brought relief, it can be 
plainly seen that he is suffering. 

When asked yesterday how he felt he 
said he supposed he was some better, but 
did not know fer sure. It was a quiet 
day he spent in his cell and but few were 
given.an opportunity to speak with him.

Resolution Looking to Congress’ Ad- 
journment Amounts to Nothing. 

Washington, March 29.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Platt has introduced a resolution that 
congress adjourn on the 2d day of May. It 
is the usual] resolution introduced in every 
congress about this time, 

Every congress starts out with predic- 
tions that it will adjourn in May or June, 
but for ten years past no congress has ad- 
journed its first session before August. The 
fiftieth, was in session until the latter part 
of October. The last Reed congress, which 
the Maine man promised to adjourn in 
July, was in session until the latter part 
of August. The last congress was in ses- 
sion until September. Predictions that this 
congress will adjourn in May or even June 
are absurd. If it adjourns in July it will 
be doing great work, and will make a 
record for itself. 

The house can easily do its work and ad- 
journ early, but the senate will never sub- 
mit’ to adjournment before it can finish 
all the work before it. Again, politics will 
play an important part in the adjournment 
question. McKinley has friends in the sen- 
ate who would not permit Tom Reed the 
credit that would come from a brief ses- 
sion of congress. | 

Thus while Platt’s resolutions afte the 
subject of much gossip, they will amount 
to nothing. Congress may be in session 
until September.

If, however, the democrats don’t adopt 
a free coinage platform they will nominate 
William C. Whitney. You may put it 
down that the democrats will nominate 
Boies, Crisp or Whitney.” 

“What of the republicans?” 

“McKinley is sure to be the nominee. 
That is a settled fact. Nothing can pre- 
vent it. McKinley will be nominated on a 
financial straddle. If the democrats do 
the same or adopt a gold platform, Mc- 
Kinley will be elected. But if the free coin- 
age men carry the democratic convention 
and nominate a straightout free coinage 
man, I believe the man so nominated will 
be elected.’’

This act.of 1837 authorizing the free coin- 
age or gold coins and the silver dollars 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 remained in full force 
until 1878, when that most vicious law was 
enacted, ‘whereby silver was virtually out- 
lawed and the prosperity of this country 
destroyed. Now to benefit England and a 
few goldbugs, we are on a goid standard, 
and woe and want reign supreme among 
agriculturists and all workingmen; 
the people of tie United States will never 
again prosper until we have the gold and 
silver money—the sound and honest money 
of the constitution. 

From am examination of the record every 
sensible man must be convinced that by the 
act of 1792 the ratio between gold and sil- 
ver coins was 15 to 1; that the act of 1837 
changed this ratio and made it 16 to 1— 
any schoolboy can make the calculation, 
for the act of 1837 says that the silver dol- 
lar shall weigh 412% grains, and that the 
gold eagle ($10) shall weigh 28 grains; this 
fixes the ratio or parity of the two metals 


at 16 to 1. 

Under this act of 1837 we had the free 
coinage of both silver and gold coins; the 
silver dollar was the unit of value: all of 
our coins, both gold and silver, were pri- 
mary and redemption money and legal 
tenders for any amount, and the ratio was 


16 to 1. 

Here we have bimetallism pure and sim- 
pie, and our monetarv system based on a 
gold and silver standard, with the silver 
dollar as the unit of value; and now, what 
I want to emphasize is the fact that this 
law which firmly placed the United States 
on a double standard—gold and silver—was 
approved the 18th day of January, 1437, 
and signed by Andrew Jackson, president. 
Yet Mr. Carlisle says our monetary sy5- 
tem was “based on a gold standard, where 
it was placed during the administration of 
Andrew Jackson!”

This act of 1837 authorizing the free coin- 
age or gold coins and the silver dollars 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 remained in full force 
until 1878, when that most vicious law was 
enacted, whereby silver was virtually out- 
lawed and the prosperity of this country 
destroyed. Now to benefit England and a 
few goldbugs, we are on a goid standard, 
and woe and want reign supreme among 
agriculturists and all workingmen; and 
the people of tie United States will never 
again prosper until we have the gold and 
silver monecy—the sound and honest money 
of the constitution. 

From an examination of the record every 
sensible man must be convinced that by the 
act of 1792 the ratio between gold and sil- 
ver coins was 15 to 1; that the act of 1837 
changed this ratio and made it 16 to 1— 
any schoolboy can make the calculation, 
for the act of 1837 says that the silver dol- 
lar shall weigh 412% grains, and that the 
gold eagle ($10) shall weigh 258 grains; this 
fixes the ratio or parity of the two metals 
at 16 to 1. 

Under this act of 18387 we had the free 
coinage of both silver and gold coins; the 
silver dollar was the unit of value; all of 
our coins, both gold and silver, were pri- 
mary and redemption money and legal 
tenders for any amount, and the ratio was 
16 to 1. 

Here we have bimetallism pure and sim- 
pile, and our monetarv system based on a 
gold and silver standard, with the silver 
dollar as the unit of value: and now, what 
I want to emphasize is the fact that this 
law which firmly placed the United States 
on a double standard—gold and silver—was 
approved the 18th day of January, 1897, 
and signed by Andrew Jackson, president. 
Yet Mr. Carlisle says our monetary Ssys- 
tem was “‘based on a gold standard, where 
it was placed during the administration of 
Andrew Jackson"’

inauguration of the Abbey. 

It might be interesting to our readers 
to know just how this battle abbey move- 
ment originated, 

Mr. Charles Broadway Rouss ‘addressed 
a fraternal, partiotic letter through the 
mails to the various camps of confederate 
veterans, in which he called special atten- 
tion to the pressing necessity of establish- 
ing some institution which would guard 
forever ‘“‘the memories of the struggle of 
the south for liberty, and evidences of her 
giorious prowess in the field,’’ and after 
expressing his own warm desires invited 
responses from his comrades. Within a 
month replies came from hundreds of 
sources, such as to call forth his second 
letter, of December, the same year, in 
which he says: ‘““The theory of the move- 
ment is this: That every confederate vet~- 
eran should have a proprietary interest 
in the institution: that each of them 
should feel that he had contributed some- 
thing toward perpetuating the memories 
of the great struggle in which he had 
borne a part. The surviving veterans are 
unanimous in the desire to perpetuate the 
memory of the glorious struggles of the 
south for constitutional rights, to pay de- 
served tribute to the heroic deeds of their 
fallen comrades. The trust is recognized 
as the most honorable that can be con- 
ferred upon any place or people, and will 
give the city that shall gain the prize a 


‘distinction which will endure. as long as 


love of liberty and admiration for valor 
shall exist in the hearts of our country- 
men. But the rivalry among these cities 
will be generous, and when the site shall 
be finally chosen all places will unite in 
cordial fraternity in making the fortunate 
location the center to which all efforts 
will converge. , 

“The building will be a stately fire-proof 
durable structure designed by = skillful 
architects and built with the utmost care. 
It will be planned upon a large scale, am- 
ple enough for the due care and custody 
of all mementoes that can be collected 
from all quarters. It will have a spacious 
hall for confederate gatherings: extensive 
apartments for a great library of books, 
maps, papers, Magazines, manuscripts, 
diaries and records, all furnishing the 
data of confederate history: niches and 
galleries for portraits, paintings, photo- 
graphs and pictures—all of confederate 
people, places and scenes. Confederate 
medallions and statuary will adorn the 
grounds and buildings, and room will he 
provided for all relics and illustrative ob- 
jects of every character. This is but a 
cold outline of that great memorial edi- 
fice in which will be gathered the entire 
material for the confederate government. 
of every southern state, of every command 
in the confederate armies, and as far as 
possible of everp praiseworthy action of 
the chivalric men and the more than glo- 
rious women of the south. Such material 
will be carefully collectd from all portions 
of our country and will increase in quan- 
tity and interest for years to come. All 
parts of the land will vie among them- 
selves to be foremost in sending these sa- 
ered and invaluable mementoes. The 
value of such an institution is simply in- 
conceivable.’’

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DeKalb’s Sheriff Has a Lively Time 
with a Negro. 


SEVERAL SHOTS EXCHANGED 


a ee ee —— 


But «Fortunately No Damage Was 
Dono—The Negro Lodged in Jail 
for Stealing a Horse. 


Smith Johnson rode into Decatur Satur- 
day afternoon, and, judging from the 
scrape he got himself in, it will be some 
time before he rides out egain. 

At least he will not ride out on the fine 
bay horse which got him into so much 
trouble, and finally in jail. ; 

The man who is held in DeKalb county 
jail is a burly, black negro, who declares 
his name is Smith Johnson, and that he 
came from nowhere. 

Saturday afternoon a negro was seen 
on the streets of Decatur riding a fine 
bay horse, and offering him for sale. Which 
direction he came from or when he en- 
tered the town is not known, but his 
presence was first noticed when he offered 
the horse to a party for $20. Not making 
a sale at this price, he offered the horse 
to various ones, decreasing in price with 
each offer until he finally struck a bar- 
gain for $6. And right here is where his 
trouble began, Sheriff Austin was so 
firmly convinced that the horse had been 
etolen that he decided to arrest itS erst- 
while owner until he could investigate. 
The negro, who is a strapping six-footer 
ef about 200 pounds, submitted peacefully 
enough to the arrest, and started toward 
the jail with the sheriff. 

His peaceful and subm‘ssive manner dis- 
armed the sheriff and made him less 
watchful than circumstances proved he 
should have been. When within a few 
feet of their destination, the negro gave 
a terrible jerk and freed himself from the 
sheriff's grasp. He was off like a flash, 
with the sheriff a second or two behind. 
Before either had got in good running or- 
der the cry was given, and the male popu- 
lation of Decatur acting almost as one man 
joined in the chase. 

The negro was no mean sprinter, but 
it was soon evident from the way in which 
the pack of man chasers was gaining that 
he would have to resort to bolder methods 
in order to gain his liberty. He realized 
this, and when almost over -aken, stopped 
short and confronted his pursuers with a 
dangerous lokking pistol. 

Some of them stopped and some of them 
did not, but, doubling their speed, made 
sharp turns to the right and left, and left 
the horse thief monarch of all he sgsur- 
veyed. Having taken time to catch his 
breath and warn his pursuers that he 
would kill the first man giving chase, he 
turned and resumed his break for liberty. 
Sheriff Austin and a somewhat diminished 
posse continued, but the pursued turned 
and commenced firing into them in rapid 
succession. The sheriff then opened fire, 
and things began to look like a small sized 
war. 

Colonel J. lL. C. Kerr, who was boarding 
a car for the city, heard the shots, and 
was quick to put in his appearance on the 
scene. Sheriff Austin called to him to stop 
the negro, which he attempted to do: but 
the negro turned his shots toward Colonel 
Kerr and caused him to stop and reflect, 
but only for an instant. He was unarmed 
and called for a weapon, but not receiving 
one, he determined to take the would-be 
murderer unarmed, 

The negro’s pistol having snapped twice, 
Colonel Kerr believed him to be out of 
ammunition, but the third attempt did not 
fail, and a shot rang out when Colonel 
Kerr was within ten feet of him. The 
ball narrowly missed its mark and the 
negro fled, reloading as he sped along. 
Nothing daunted, the man who had so 
narrowly escaped being killed, made one 
more desperate effort and sprang upon the 
negro’s back just as he completed reload- 
Ing. The struggle was a desperate and a 
short one. The negro was disarmed and 
thrown before he knew what struck him, 
and with Colonel Kerr's fingers firmly 
grasping his throat, was quickly choked 
into submission. 

At this point the sheriff arrived and 
took charge of him. He was searched and 
found to have a ladies’ fine gold watch and 
quite a sum of money on his person. He 
was relieved of these and placed in jail for 
safe keeping. 

Sheriff Austin has the horse and other 
articies in his possession, while his prisoner 
is in safe keeping. It was discovered that 
the desperate horse thief had been shot 
in the **'eh. hut the wornd fe not 4 serinne 
one. This was the only shot that took 
effect.

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THE SHERIFF'S DUEL| 
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M. B. Curtis Will Play an Engagement 
Here This Week. 

Those who enjoy the intense realism of 
the French style of drama transfused into 
a serio-comic specialty play for American 
consumption have it at its very best in 
“Sam’'l o’ Posen,’”’ which will be presented 
here with M. B. Curtis and supported by 
Albena DeMer accompanied by a carefully 
selected cast, at the Lyceum theater, April 
ist and 2d, with special matinee Thurs- 
day. 

‘Sam'l o’ Posen” is not so mruch of a 
specialty play either as to give its whole 
field of interest to the novel comicalities 
of Sam’) Plastrick, perpetrated by M. B. 
Curtis. At least four other characters pos- 
sess a positive interest quite forcibly con- 
veyed to the audience by thé actors and 
actresses who had them in hand. As to 
Mr. Curtis himself, Sam’l, the chief person- 
age of the drama, he is not the Jew that 
Shakespeare drew by any means, nor is 
he even a distant relative to Dickens's 
Fagin. He is a good-natured, lively, 
Polish Hebrew whese better qualities of 
head and heart are healthily developed by 
the free social and commercial intercourse 
he finds in the United States. The novelty 
and boldness of the innovation on the 
stereotyped Hebrew of the stage for the 
past two centuries shows remarkable or- 
iginality in the author of the play, as its 
acting by Mr. Curtis displays felicitous 
conception and smocthness of delivery, and 
altogether such pleasing qualities as have 
justly placed “‘Sam’! o’ Posen” among the 
most popular characterizations of the 
times, while the play itself is one of the 
nrost successful. The play differs in many 
respects from the common run of comedies. 
The plot breathes the air and resembles 
real life, the characters possess originality, 
and in their delineation show careful study 
of men as they live and act. They have 
also the rare merit of not being overdrawn 
to the extent of caricatures. There is a 
world of humor throughout the play, and 
sufficient of the tragic to create a con- 
Stantly increasing interest in the events 
of the comedy. Miss Albena DeMer, who 
has essayed with success strong emotional 
roles, and whose work in a difficult char- 
acter of Celeste, the French adventuress 
in this play, is thrilling in the extreme, so 
thoroughly does she throw herself into 
the spirit of the part. 


FUN TONIGHT. |

For those who have never seen tragedy 
“a la Thornton,” a rich treat is in store to- 
night. There have been various schools 
of philosophy, numerous religious sects, 
and methods of all kinds founded, but 
nothing just so unique as “Thorntonian 
tragedy” hag yet been essayed by any 
other man, 

It mrust be seen to be appreciated and no 
description would be adequate to express 
the fine shades of thought, the filmy sub- 
tleties of art as portrayed by this method. 
The whole scheme of life is shown up 
under a new coloring, and the beholder 
is at once startled and transfixed by the 
tragedian’s wonderful magnetism. To At- 
lanta more than any other place this new 
cult of tragedy, if it nmfay be so called, be- 
longs, and to say that one lives in At- 
lanta and has not seen Scott Thornton in 
this, his most famous role, is as culpable 
as for one to dwell in Romé and never 
have seen St. Peter’s.
